ORIENTAL SHREWDNESS. 


To the Editor : — 


During these marvelous days aboard ship westward bound I 


have had time to reflect upon some of the experiences in Pales- 
tine — experiences that came with such rapidity that there was 
little time for reflection. I have been trying to decide what is the 
one characteristic of the Palestinian that is practically universal. 
After ruling out many strikingly Eastern characteristics, my judg- 
ment is that the one predominating streak in the life of the Pal- 
estinian is his shrewdness. 


All business is conducted upon this plane. In every transac- 


tion, even when the amount involved is just a piaster (five cents), 
the seller and the buyer match their wits, each one trying to get 
the better of the trade. 


No merchant would think of having a fixed price on his goods. 


He would be surprised should he get the first figure that he asks. 
He states thfe amount he wants; the purchaser makes an offer, 
and then the battle of wits begins, the merchant lowering his price 
and the prospective buyer raising his offer, until a bargain is 
struck or the deal is ended, 
I have stopped many times in the narrow streets of Jerusalem 


thinking that the argument would finally lead to a fist fight. 
Af ten watching the gesticulations of seller and purchaser, and be- 
lieving that every moment the first blow would be struck, I would 
find that there was no intention of k fight on either side; just a 
difference of a half piaster between the price asked and the price 


There are also little tricks in short changing. Usually it is a 


shortage of "a few mils (a mil is worth one-half cent). Dishonesty 
may be beneath the-act, but the chief motive seems to be the out- 
witting of another in the counting of the money. A five dollar biU 
is the equivalent of one thousand mils Palestinian money -quite 
a handful of coins. I have had them count out the mils so rapidly 
that one could not detect the shortage until a recount had been

Boston. 
(AJ3.)—In 
far-off 


Northern China, where the seeds 
of the "Black Death" lurk, the 
authorities are calling frantical- 
ly for an American physician, 
Dr. Percy T. Watson. •, 


The disease which has wiped 


out millions of lives in the past 
is beginning another grim march 
and this quiet,- unassuming little 
do'ctor-genergl-is needed to halt 
the advance. 


Cabled reports from the prov- 


inces of Shensi and Shansi tell 
of'alarming outbreaks of bubonic 
plague—otherwise known as the 
"Black Death"—the same disease 
that swept away a quarter of the 
earth's population a few hundred 
years ago. 


Dr. Watson, a medical mission- 


ary for the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions, has devoted his life to 
fighting the battle of humanity 
out in the lonely land where 
plagues are bred. Plagues must 
be fought, Dr. Watson says, at 
their sources before they sweep 
through the world. 


He came back from China this 


summer for a brief respite- 
breathing spell in his hard and 
dangerous task—and has been 
with his family in 
Northfield 


Minnesota. 


During his visit to America he 


came to the headquarters of the 
Amercan Board in Boston, where 
he descirbed the warfare against 
jlague that is constantly in prog- 
ress in Northern China. 


After a lone; period of quies- 


cence. Dr. Watson 
said, 
the 


plague flared up in the remote 
Drovince of Yuana, China, in 
1871. Attracting little attention, 
it grew until, in 1894, it broke 
out in the great city of Canton. 


It spread to India and thence 


through the world until the death 
toll reached nearly 30,000,000. in 
India, alon°. more than 10,0000,- 
000 succumbed. 


Dr. Watson has made Fenchow 
his base. 


Since 1911 bubonic plague has 


appeared annually in the villages 
of Linhsien and Hsing Hsien, 
four to six days on the trail from 
Fenchow. Every year Dr. Watson 
and his co-workers, largely edu- 
cated Chinese trained by him or 


through his sponsorship, - have 
triumphed. 


The work is fraught with dan- 


ger at every ster>. Plague workers 
must guard 'themselves 
with 


heavy aseptic gauze masks. Fre- 
quently they must don over-all 
"plague suits." These must be 
sterilized after each wearing. One 
slip hi technique may mean in- 
fection and sudden death.
